Majority of coin and token collectors have heard that they should, “collect coin not the holder.” 
There is a subset of collectors that seek out specific holders or slabs. Over time the third-party 
graders modified their holders to improve the design and thwart counterfeiters. As a result 
multiple types of experimental holders were produced though the years. 

Types: 

e PCGS - OGH - original green holders 

e PCGS - Doilies- circular pattern on the label 


Samples — contains an ungraded coin to show off the changes to a slab 
Event - commemorate an event with a limited number of slabs 


Person — the engraver, celebrity, or historical figure with a signature 


Multi-coin — two, five, or rolls of coins each graded 
as, :

One of the main reasons for collectors to buy Original Green Holders (OGH) or Doilies is that 


the third-party graders graded the coins in those holders more strictly. For example a coin in 
an OGH was graded MS-65 it might grade MS-65+ or MS-66 now.
